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1, At the present time, the Albanian Army haa mobilized all classes from 
1915 to 1930, 


2, Frequent arrests of officers and men of the Albenian Army have caused 
a marked lowering of its morale, These arrests, which are part of 
the government-wide purge inaugurated after the breaking of relations 
with Yugoslavia, have caused increasing numbers of both officers and 
men to desert. Many of them have fled to Yugoslavia or Greece, while 
others have joined resistance bands in the Albanian mountains. Among 
high-ranking officers arrested have been Generals Myslim Peza, Hexhi Tieshi, 
Deli Ndreu, Spiro Nazi and Lieutenant Colonel ‘hafer Mireakaj. The 
lant-neamed individual is known to have been executed at Elbaaan, while 
the fate of the others is unknown, 


Under the direction of Soviet engineer officers. work has been . 
intensified on fortifications along the Yugoslay frontier in the regions 
of ‘af's Thanes, Dibres, and Kukes.
